MATfH.  xxviii.  19,  20. 

Ga  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father y  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  th^m 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you*  And,  lOf  I  am  with  you  akvay,^ 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

In  the  Scriptures  of  the  New  Tef- 
tament  we  are  taqght  that  Chrift  "  is  the 
**  propitiation  for  our  fins,  and  not  for  ours 
*'  only,  but  for  the  fins  of  all  mankind." 

The  facrifice,  which  Chrift  made  for  us, 
was  an  adt  of  God's  unfpcakable  mercy  t    his 

A  a  creatures. 
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creatures,  in  accepting  an  atonement  by  his 
own  Son  fof  uis,  which  we  were  incapable  of 
making  for  ourfclves.  Qod's  declaration  of  his 
mercy  is  made  in  the  moft  general  and  compre- 
LcrTive  terms.  *'  He  will  have  all  men  to  be 
**  favcd..  He  willeth  noli  that  any  (hould  pc- 
**  rilh,  but  that  all  fhould  come  to  repentance." 
God  is  no  refpeder  of  perfons.  He  does 
not  reflrain  his  mercies  to  the  Jew  or  to  the 
Greek.  But  he  will  accept  all  men,  without 
exception,  who  believe  and  obey  the  Gofpcl. 

II.  In  thefe  glad  tidings  all  mankind  were 
equally  intcrefted.  To  all  nations  therefore 
Chrift  directed  his  Apoftles  to  preach  the  Gof- 
pel.     *•  Go  ye  and  teach  all  nations." 

With  a  zeal  equal  to  the  magnitude  \)f  their 
commiflion,  the  Apoflies  foon  preached  the 
Gofpel  throughout  almoft  the  wh  le  extent  of 
♦vhe  Roman  empire. 

III.  Yet  the  diffufion  of  Chriftianity  was 
far  from  being  univerfal  in  the  days  of  the 
Apoftles,  with  all  the  advantage  of  miracles  to 
promote  it,  and  divine  infpiration  to  enlighten 
and  dircdls  its  inftruments. 

Even  after  the  lapfe  of  fo  many  centuries 
Chriftanity   is    confined    to  a    comparatively

of  the  believing  Chriftian.     Why  he  has  not, 
it  d.es  not  become  lus  very  folicitoufly  to  in* 
quire.     "  It  is  not  for  us  to  know  the  ti«\e8 
or  the  fcafons,  which  the  Father  has  put  in  his 
own  power— which  the  Father  himfclf  hath, 
by  his  own  fupreme  will,  appointed  and  de-. 
termined.     The  period,  however,  of  Chnfl's 
kingdom  upon  earth  maybe  nearer  than  we 

cxped.  r       •       ~ 

Another  reafon,  why  this  want  of  univer- 

fality  (hould  not  detrkft  from  the  fure  hope  of 
prophecy,  or  the  promife  of  Chriil's  prefenee 
with  his  Church,  or  the  efficacy  of  the  Chrif- 
tian  miniftry,    is,  that  however    limited  the 
difFufion  of  Chriftianity  may  be  in  the  wQJrld, 
the  great  facrifice,  which  Chrifl  made  for  the 
fins  of  mankind,  is  altogether  univerfal  in  its 
effeds.     It  comprehends  all  ages  and  all  na- 
tions.    Chrifl  was  the  Lamb  (lain  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world.      The    atonement, 
he  made,  was    not  for  the  Jews  only,  or  for 
the  age  in  which  he  died,  or  for  the  genera- 
tions  which  were  to  follow  j  but  for  all  men, 
that  have  been,  or  (hall  be  to  the  end  of  time, 
who  fulfil  the  conditions  of  their  acceptance 

with 
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with  God:  that  is,  (among  thofc  who  name 
-the  name  of  Chria).  for  all,  who  repent,  be- 
lieve, and  obey  the  Gofpel  j  and  (among  thofe, 
vrho  have  no  knowledge  of  the  law,)  for  all 
who  live  according  to  the  law.    The  facriiice  of 
thrift  is,  not  lefs  commenfurate  to  all  the  ends 
,^  divine  juftice  I  his  atonement  for  the  fins  of 
i^gnkind  i$  not  kfs  compleat ;  the  difpenfatio|i 
Qf  QofpcU.i^t  lefs  perfea:  i  be^aufe  the  know^ 
Udge  qi  ,QhkvW{m%y  is  not  juniverfally,  di|:

For  if  we  are  fully  fenfibk  of  the 
vHeffiiigs  of  Chriftianity  J  if  we  ,«rc '  grateful 
i(fpi^4h^  privileges  w.e,  enjoy,  ,as  Chriftians,  in 
i^he  fure  bo^^es  and  confolaijipns  of  the  Gofpel, 
if  we   regret   that    they  are   not   univerfally 
nknown  ^o  all  Rations  ^   and,  above  all,  if  we 
)bcarin  mind  ourS^viour|s  commiffion  to  his 
feApoftlesj    we;  (h^ll  not  fupinely  reft,  under 
th^.coi:fci^^fs  of  negleaing  any  mean^  in 
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power,  ot  communicating  the  Gofpcl  to 
the  poor  benighted  heathens,  t^ho  know  not 
the  name  of  Chri/l. 

V.  A  miffion  for  ihe  propagation  of  Chrifti- 
anity  among  the  heathen  is  a  work  of  fo  graat 
importance,  and  involves  fo  many  confidcra* 
tions  of  juft  authority  in  the  charge;  of  piety, 
difcretion,  fortitude,  and  other  talents  in  the 
Miffiokiary ;;  and  of  aptitude  in  the  people  to 
whom  the  Gofpt!  is  to  be  v  .ached,  that  it 
may  be  worth  while  fo  confidcr  atteiitivcly 
the  grounds  of  thofc  feveral  condf tions  in  a 
duly  conftituted   Miffion.     Though  fuch  an 
inquiry  will  apply  to  ihe  conftitution  and  coA- 
dttd  of  all  Miffions,  for  the  propagation   of 
the  Gofpel  among  the  heathen,  either  in  the 
new  world  or  the  old,  in  America  or  India, 
or  the  great  field  cf  duty  now  opened  for  us 
in  Africa,  yet  I  fliall  exprefsly  keep  in  view 
the  objeaions  which  have  been  very  recently 
made  to  the  propagation  of  Chriftianity  In 

India. 

And  firft  of  the  **  authority  by  which  we 
do  thefe  things  j"  by  which  we  undei'take  to 
convert  the  heathen  from  the  error  of  his 
ways.    The  authority  of  the  charge  originates

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own  (hare  of  duty  in  it.     It  was  not  till  after 
the  Apoftles  ha  :  b^en  enlightened  by  his  in- 
ftruaions  after  his  refurreaion,  that  he  com- 
mitted to  them  the  charge  of  preaching  to  the 
Gentiles ;  nor  till  after  they  had  been  endued 
with  the  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  they 
undertook  this  weighty  office.     «  Tarry  ye  in 
the  city  of  Jerufalem,  till  ye  be  endued  with 
power  from  on  high."     To  ihew  the  divine 
authority   of  their  commiffibp,  and   to  give 
efficacy  to  it,  they  poffefTed,  like  the  Prophets 
of  the  Old  Teftament»,  the  power  of  working 
miracles;    of  healing  the   fick,  of  cleanfing 
jhe  lepers,  and   raifing  the  dead.     By  an  in- 
tuitive  and   miraculous  knov/ledge,   of  equal 
confequence  to  the  fuccefs  of  their  commif- 
iion,  they  poffefled  alfo  the  gift  of  tongues  | 
and  the  natives  of  all  countries  heard  them 
fpeak,  every  man  in  his  own  language,  of  the 
wonderful  works  of  God,     And  their  fuccefs 
was  equal  to  their  fupernatural  endowments. 

Without  fuch  miraculous  aid  how  (hall  the 
Miffionary  of  our  days  hope  to  fucceed  in  his 
endeavours  to  convert  the  heathen  from  idolaf- 
try  to  the  Gofpel  ?  For  fuccefs  equal  to  the 
firft  propagation  of  the  Gofpel,  it  would  be 
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prefumptuous  for  him  to  hope.     But  as  long 
as  the  commiffion  to  preach  the  Gofpel  to  all 
mtions  exifts  in  force   (and  it  muft  be  in 
force,  till  the  earth  h  filled  with  the  know- 
ledge  of  the  L«rd,  as  the  waters  cover  the 
lea,Ko  long,  we  may  be  fure.  the  promifes  of 
Chrtft  W.11   never   be  loft  to  thofe,  who  are 
fpintually  called,  and  lawfully  appointed  to 
this  great  work.     Much  good  has  no  doubt 
been  done.  ,n  thecourfe  of  three  centuries,  by 
the  Romifl,  miffionariesj  as  we  may  judge  bv 
the  large  communities  of  native  Chriftians  in 
the  prownce  of  Malabar.     Much  good  alfo  has 
refuhed  from  the  miffions  in  America  as  well  as 
India  by  fome  miffionarics  of  almoft  apoftoli- 
cal  fanffity  and  zeal,  under  the  patronage  of 
the   two  venerable  Societies   of  this  country 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  i„  Foreign 
Parts,  and  for  the    promoting  of  Chriftian 
Knowledge.     -  The  harveft,  truly,  is  great, 
but  the  labourers  are  few."    Among  the  hea- 
then in  the  old  world,  I  mean  in  that  part  of 
it  where  the    territorial    poflbffions    of   this 
country  are  of  fo  great  extent,  and  where  the 
native  population  amounts  to  about  fifty  mil- 
lions  of  fubjefts,   there  are   not  more  th.n 
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^even  ^  Pioteftant  miffianaries  employed  o^ 
the  part  of  this  couatry,  the  country  on  which 
refts  (on  many  accounts)  the  great  duty  of 
benefiting  India  by  every  poffihle  good.  Mnch 
more  good,  in  aH  probability,  might  have 
been  done  by  us,  if  means  had  been  devifed, ' 
of  fending  more  labourers  (pious,  humble, 
peaceable,  difcreet  men)  into  the  harveft^-p* 
if  the  Scriptures  had  been  more  generally  dif- 
tributed  j-^and  if  our  Settlements,  like  the 
Fortuguefe,  had  had  the  advantage.of  a  Church 
eilabliftiment.  '  - 

3.  But  however  great  might  be  the  zeal 
of  the  mifliop.aries,  however  exemplary  their 
goodnefs,  however  tried  thsir  fortitude,  howr 
ever  powerful  their  peculiar  talents,  however 
numerous,  and  ready  to  eagage  in  this 
righteous  caufe;  there  miift>  befide  all  this, 
be  an  aptitude  in  the  jeople  for  the  reception 
of  the  Gofpel,  to  whom  it  is  addreffed.  The 
Gofpel  muft  not  be  forced  on  the  unwilling, 
the  unworthy,  or  the  obftinately  unbelieving. 
Among  the  people  of  Nazareth  Chrift  coud 
not  do  many  mighty  works  becaufe  of  thcii?

..   In  imtters  aot  efleij,iial  religioas  prejudices

iitics  aad  national  peculiarities  mail  he  overr 
looked.  Timothy  was  circutneifed  by  the  direc* 
tion  of  St.  Paul,  for  the  fake  of  the  Jewifh  conr 
yerts.     To  appeafe  the  refentment  of  the  Jews» 
the  fame  great  Apoftle  of  the  Gentiles  complied 
publickly  with  other  ordinances  of  the  cere* 
Xnonial  law.    Naaman  was  permitted  by  EUfh^ 
•0'  bow  himfeif  in  the  houfe  of  Rimmon  m 
compliance  with  his  attendance  on  his  ido^ 
iatrous  mafter,  without  any  imputed  infringe- 
ment of  his  belief  in  the  true  God,  or  of  the 
fmcerity  of  his  converfion.     It  is  not  meant 
to  urg^  the  literal  application  of  fuch  inilances  ; 
but  they  lliew,  that  the  Prophets  of  God,  and 
the  Apoftlcs  of  Chrift^  thought  that  iadulgcnfie 
jKras  due  to  unclTential  cuiloms. 

Among 
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Among  the  circumftances  which  mark  the 
aptitude  of  a  heathen  people  for  the  reception 
of  Chriftianity,  two  of  the  mo  ft  influencing 
are  the  aftiral  exiftence  of  a  Chriftian  govern- 
ment, and  of  Chriftan  churches,  in  the  coun- 
try. The  Chriftian  religion  took  its  rife,  and 
was  firft  propagated  in  countries,  where  the 
govelffitnent  was  either  heathen,  or,  from  pre* 
judicc,  hoftile  to  Chriftianity.  This  expofcd 
the  Apoftles  and  iirft:  Chriftians  to  innumer- 
able hardships,  and  privations,  and  the  fevereft 
perfecutions,  which  ceafed  not  till  Chriftianity 
was  the  religion  of  the  Roman  government  $ 
till  Kings  became  its  nurfing  Fathers,  and 
Queens  i^s  nurfing  Mothers.  In  our  Indian 
territories  that  religion  is  already  profeffed  by 
the  exifting  government,  which  it  is  wiftied 
ihould  be  the  religion  of  its  fubje(fts.  And 
the  1  egiflature  of  the  mother  country  has  re- 
corded on  its  journals,  that  **  it  is  the  pecu- 
liar and  bounden  duty  of  Parliament  to  pro- 
mote the  religious  and  moral  improvement  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Britifh  fettlements  in 
India."  The  interefl  taken  by  our  Government 
in  the  eftablilliment  of  the  firft  miffion  among 
the  Hindoos  j  and  the  paternal  folicitude  ex- 

prelfed 
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prelTed  by  George  the  Firft  for  its  permanent 
profperity,  were  very  honourable  to  a  Chriftian 
people  and  its  Sovereign. 

The  exigence  of  large  communities  of 
Chriftians  eflabliflied  in  India  for  many  cen- 
turies, is  another  circumftance  of  great  mo- 
fiient  in  facilitating  the  propagation  of  the 
Gofpel  among  the  unconverted  inhabitants. 
On  this  fubjedl  has  been  lately  published  *  a 
very  iriterefting  Report  of  the  Syrian  Church 
ofMalayala,  which  appears  to  have  been  fettled 
in  India  for  fifteen  or  fixteen  centuries. 

In  this  Report  we  are  informed,  that  there 
are  at  this  time  fifty-five  churches  in  Malayala 
belongiiig  to  a  community  of  near  two  hun- 
dred thoufand  ChriAJans ;— that  they  hold  no 
communion  with  the  Romifh  churches  eftab- 
lifhed  by  the  Jefuits  in  the  province  of  Ma- 
labar ;  but  acknowledge  as  their  Metropolitan, 
the  Patriarch  of  Antioch;  that  the  liturgy  of 
the  Church  of  Malayala  is  derived  from  the 
early  Church  of  Antioch  -,  that  they  poiTef,; 
MSS.  of  the  Scriptures  in  Syriac  of  great  an- 
tiquity;  that  thcdodrines  of  the  Syrian  Church 
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are  contained  in  very  few  articles,  and  are  not 
at  variance  in  eiTentials  with  the  dodrines  of 
the  Church  of  England^  , 

The  exigence  of  the  Syrian  Church  of  Ma- 

Jayala  is  not  a  difcovery  of  the  prefcnt  day; 
l3ut  the  account  recently  given  of  it  is  ren- 

^,dered  interelling  from  the  Report's  having 
bsen  made  by  the  Vicc-Provoft  of  the  Col- 
lege at  Calcutta,  who  undertook  to  vifit  the 
Churches  in  order  to  afcertain  their, prefent 

jftate,  and  the  a<5tual  relation  of  the  Syrian 
Chriftians  to  our  own  Church. 

There  are  feveral  important  viewSi  which 
refult  from  this  Report  of  the  Syrian  Church : 

1.  Its  connection  with  the  evidences  of 
Chriflianity ; 

2.  Its  relation  to  our  own  form  of  Church- 
government  i  and 

3.  Its  fuitablenefs  to  forward  the  means  of 
enlarging  Chrill's  kingdom  on  earth  by  the 
propagation  of  the  Gofpel. 

To  the  evidences  of  Chriflianity  it  forms  a 
powerful  acceffion.  A  large  body  of  native 
Chriftians  fettled  in  India  for  rifteen  or  fix- 
teen  centuries,  neither  addid:ed  to  the  Greek 
Church,  nor   to  the  Church   of  Rome ;  yet 
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acknowledging  Epifcopal  authorrty;  uacon- 
iieaed  with  any  Eur<^pean  eftabli/hment,  and 
unfupf^orted  by  their  contributions  i  muft,  in 
att  probability,  have  bcen'i  very  early  branch 
of  rb6  primitive  Church;  and,  a&fuch,  affoHs 
ample  auxiliar  teftimony  b€>th  to  the  truth  of 
Chriftianityi  and  to  the  Apoftolical  origin  of 

that  form  of  Church  govcrnmeni  eftabliOied 
fn  this  country. 

A«   a   commutiity  of  rifttive    Chriflians   fd 
long  eftabUlhed  in  India,  the  Syrian  Church 
appears  to  afford  ii^any  encouraging  induce^ 
ments  to  the  uiicorivertcd  natives  to  embrace 
Chriftianity,  when  offered  to  them  by  a  Syrian 
Feaeher.     In  the  mouth  of  a  Syrian  miflionii 
ary  Cbriftiamty  h  not  an  exotic  brought  frotrf 
unknown  countries.     It:  k  not  introduced  by 
Grangers  to  their  language  and  manners.     Its 
antiquity  in  Malayala  may  convince  the  na^ 
tives  of  other  parts  of  India,  that  it  is  not  th^ 
of?^pring  of  to-day  or  yeftorday  ;  nor  imported: 
by  the  right  of  conqueft ;  nor  encouraged  for 
any  felliih  ends  of  civil  government,     Thdr 
ancient  manufcript  records  of  our  religion  have 
a  ftrong  tendency  to  promote  belief  in  the  au-' 
theiitioity  qf  God's  written  word-. 

^  Befuic 
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Befide  the  Syrian  Church  of  Malayala  there 
are  o?:her  iarge  communities  of  Chriftians  on 
the  coaft  of  Malabar  and  in  Ceylon.  And  it 
r  alledgcd*  not  to  be  an  exaggerated  ftate- 
ment,  that  the  different  Chriftian  Churches 
in  India  confift  of  near  fever  hundred  thoufand 
pcrfons. 

Another  moft  encouraging  proof  of  the.ap' 
titude  of  India  for  the  propagation  of  the 
Gofpel,  is,  the  favorable  difpofition  which  the 
the  native  Princes  have  fhevjrn  towards  the 
labors  of  Chriftian  MilTionaries.-f- 

VI.  This  aptitude  in  the  people  of  India 
for  th  reception  of  Chriftianity  f;jrms,  of  it- 
felf,  a  ftrong  motive  for  contributing  every 
thing  in  our  power  towards  extending  the 
knowledge  of  the  Gofpel  amongft  them. 

But  the  injundion  of  our  Lord  renders  it  a 
duty,  which  nothing  can  fuperfede,  but  the 
perfed  difFufion  of  Chriftianity  among  all  na- 
tions.    This  duty  is  not  lefs  incumbent  on

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us,  becaufc  we  ace  not  endued  with  the-  mi- 
raculous powers,  which  the  Apoftles  poflefled. 
Without  the  gift  of  tongups  and  the  infpira- 
tion  of  God's  holy  Spirit,  the  humble  unlet-^ 
tercd  inftruments,  which  Providence  firft  chofe^ 
for  the  propagation  of  Chriftianity,  coud  not 
have  executed  their  great  commrflion.     They* 
coud  neither  have  communicated  the  Xt\  m  of 
their    commiffion,     nor    have    acquired    the. 
knowledge  neceflary  for   recommending  and 
enforcing    it.      But   the   divine   authority  of 
their  commiffion  having  been  eftablifhed  by; 
the  aid  of  thofe  miraculous  powers,   and  hf 
the  facrifice  of  their  lives  in  teftimony  of  theit i 
cruci^cd  Mafter  and  Saviour;  Churches  alfo 
having  been  fettled  and   the  Scriptures  diftri*. 
biited  i-n  thofe  countries  for  whofe  benefit  xh& 
gift  of  tongues  was  conferred  ;  miracles  were 
no  longer  neccifary  for  the  publication  and  fup^ 
port  of  the  Gofpel.     They  ceafed  with  the  ne- 
ceffity.  -  But  not  fo  the  commiffion  to  preach 
the  Gofpel  to  all  nations,  and  to  evay  crea- 
ture. 

In  the  execution  of  their  commiffion  the 
Apoftles  did  not  interfere  with  the  govern- 
ment of  any  country,   in  which  they  preachedt 
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the  Gofpei  Nor  does  the  propagation  oi 
Chriftianit^  in  the  prefent  day^.  cither  in  Ame- 
rica or  InHia,  engage  the  Miflionaries,.  in  the 
finalleft  degree,  in  fqch  interference.  On  the 
contrary,  th.e  principles  of  Chri^iamty,  and 
therefore  the  condua  of  the  MiiTjonary,  (if  it 
Vc  confident  with  his  principles),  tend  dipedrly 
and  univerfally  to  the  honour  and  fupport  of 
the  powers  that  be.,  . 

Next  to  the  inju©<aion  of  our  Saviour,  the 
duty,  which  concerns  us  in  the  propagation  of 
the  Gofpei  amongft  our  heathen  fubjedf^n 
Itidia,  arifcs  from  motives  pre-etoinently^oun 


own. 


In  every  heathen  country,  where  we  pofTefs 
any  degree  of  fovereignty,  we  are  bound  as 
Chriftians  to  promote  the  progrefs  of  the  Gof- 
pei amongft  the  natives  by  all  legitimate,  prac- 
ticable, and  Chriftianlike  means.  The  extent 
of  our  duty  in  India  is  in  proportion  to  the 
magnitude  of  the  Briti^  Empire  in  the  Eaft, 
an  empire  including  nearly  fifty  millions  of 
fubjeds.  The  urgency  of  the  duty  may.  be 
colleded  from  the  fnperftition  and  ignorance, 
the  vindictive,,  deceitful,  and  fraudulent  difpQ-» 
iitioa  of  the  natives  of  India,  as  they  aie  re-
